ARTICLES. 

The  Town  voted  to  amend  Article  3 of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  by  raising  and  appropriating 
an  additional  sum  of  eight  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty-one  ($8,75 1 .00)  dollars  for  a revised  total 
of  one  hundred  sixteen  thousand  nine  hundred  forty-six  ($  1 1 6,946.00)  for  the  Blackstone  Valley 
Regional  Vocational  High  School  Assesment  in  accordance  with  the  Education  Reform  Act, 
Chapter  1 1 0,  of  the  Acts  of  1 993. 

PASSED  BY  A MAJORITY  VOICE  VOTE. 

ARTICLE4. 

The  Town  voted  to  amend  Article  3 of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  by  raising  and  appropriating 
an  additional  sum  of  nine  hundred  twenty-five  thousand  four  hundred  twenty-eight  ($925,428.00) 
dollars  to  the  Douglas  Schools  Education  Salaries  and  Expense  Accounts  in  accordance  with  the 
Education  Reform  Act,  Chapter  1 00,  of  the  Acts  of  1 993 .

ARTICLES. 

The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropiate  fi'om  Water/Sewer  Revenue  the  sum  of  ninety  thousand 
($90,000.00)  dollars  and  transfer  from  Water/Sewer  Surplus  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  ($50,000.00) 
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dollars  to  undertake  a sewer  system  filtration/inflow  investigation  and  rehabilitation  and  Wastewater 
Treatment  Facility  Plan  as  required  by  an  existing  State  Consent  Decree.  Said  sum  to  be  reduced 
by  the  amount  of  State  and/or  Federal  Aid  as  may  become  available.

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  Irwin  T.  Smith  who  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  eight  years.  Irwin's  general  knowledge  of  the  Town  was 
a great  asset  to  our  Board  and  has  certainly  been  missed.  We  welcome  to  our  Board,  Merton  A. 
Mowry  who  was  elected  to  the  board  opening.  In  the  Fall  of  1 994,  Merton  successfully  completed 
the  Department  of  Revenue  Course  101 . Thus  we  have  once  again  a full  certified  Board  of  Assessors. 

C alendar  Y ear  1 994  brought  more  change  in  the  operation  of  the  Assessor's  Office.  With 
the  continued  growth  of  improved  parcels  in  Douglas  and  the  growing  demands  of  State  mandates 
and  Department  of  Revenue  regulations,  it  was  recognized  that  the  only  way  to  maintain  the  office 
was  to  increase  the  Senior  Clerk  from  a 1 5 hour  part-time  position  to  a 30  hour  full-time  position. 
This  was  supported  by  the  Town  and  implemented  beginning  July  1, 1994.  Senior  Clerk  Mary  Jane 
Moyer  left  our  employment  mid-year  to  pursue  a similar  position  in  another  community,  while  the 
year  closes  with  Beth  MacKay  as  Senior  Clerk.  Beth  brings  a strong  title  examiner  background 
to  the  position.  We  wish  Mary  Jane  the  best,  and  we  welcome  Beth  to  the  office. 

Whereas  Fiscal  Year  1996  is  a State-mandated  Revaluation  Year,  the  board  of  Assessors 
advertised  an  Invitation  for  Bids  for  Real  Property  revaluation.  Upon  review,  the  Board  awarded 
the  contract  to  perform  the  required  service  to  Cole-Layer-Trumble  (C.L.T.),  a national  appraisal 
firm.  Although  we  don't  expect  the  changes  to  be  very  dramatic  for  the  most  part,  we  do  recognize 
that  adjustments  are  necessary  to  return  us  to  Full  and  Fair  Cash  Value.  We're  pleased  that  the 
1 994  Real  Estate  Market  appears  to  indicate  a stabilized  one  as  that  year's  sales  will  set  the  valuation 
program  for  FY  1996.  A separate  Invitation  for  Bids  will  be  sent  out  in  early  1995  for  Personal 
Property  revaluation  as  the  Board  recognizes  that  some  firms  tend  to  be  stronger  in  this  area  than 
others.  We  expect  recollection  of  these  accounts  and  their  revaluation  will  be  complete  early  in  1995. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  our  staff  without  whom  our  office 
would  not  be  able  to  deliver  the  quality  service  our  citizens  want  and  deserve.

All  local  bathing  beach  water  was  tested  for  coliform  on  a bi-weekly  basis  during  the 
summer  months. 

The  monitoring  wells  located  at  the  capped  Riedell  Road  landfill  continue  to  be  tested 
on  a semi-annual  basis.  Testing  is  also  performed  at  three  (3)  different  locations  at  Riedell  Brook. 
All  testing  results  are  within  the  DEP  standards.  Results  of  these  testings  are  kept  on  file  at  the 
Board  of  Health  office  and  are  also  forwarded  to  the  DEP  in  Worcester. 

Board  of  Health  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  and  are  held  in  the 
Health  Department  office  in  the  Municipal  Building.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  general  public. 
The  Board  of  Health  Secretary  is  in  the  office  during  the  following  hours: 

Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday  8:30  a.m. to  12:00  noon 

1 :00p.m. to3:30p.m. 

Tuesday  8:30a.m. to  1 :30p.m. 

Thursday  8:30a.m. to  1 :00p.m. 

In  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection's  regulations,  the 
Transfer  Station  continues  to  be  inspected  every  other  month.  Reports  are  kept  on  file  at  the  Board 
of  Health  office  and  are  also  forwarded  to  the  DEP  in  Worcester.  There  was  a total  of  1 ,722.5  tons 
of  trash  collected  and  hauled  off  the  premises  from  the  site.  Of  this  amount,  101.08  tons  of  trash 
was  recycled.  The  recycling  area  is  open  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays  from  7:30  a.m. 
to  3 :45  p.m.  Information  on  recycling  can  be  obtained  at  the  site  or  from  the  Board  of  Health  office.

This  pastyear  at  the  Simon  Fairfield  Public  Library  has  been  unlike  any  other  in  its  history. 
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The  town  of  Douglas  faced  a fiscal  crisis  which  dealt  a severe  blow  to  the  library.  At  town  meeting 
in  January,  the  library  budget  was  eliminated.  The  Board  of  Trustees  unanimously  voted  to  keep 
the  library  open  until  June  using  state  grant  monies  previously  slated  for  automation.  No  new 
books  were  purchased  during  this  time. 

In  June,  the  total  town  appropriation  for  the  library  was  $2087.  This,  in  effect,  would  have 
paid  minimum  heat  and  electricity  for  a closed  library.  The  library  requested  and  received  a separate 
override  ballot  question  in  the  amount  of  $47,000  in  an  attempt  to  keep  the  library  open.  When 
a library  closes,  patrons  are  no  longer  able  to  borrow  materials  at  other  libraries  including  Worcester 
Public.  In  additon,  the  library  loses  its  certification  which  entitles  the  library  to  approx.  $5000/year 
in  state  aid  and  eligibility  for  state  and  federal  grant  monies.  The  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  ask 
the  community  for  the  least  amount  of  money  possible  to  keep  the  library  open  and  certified. 

The  June  override  passed.  The  community  support  for  the  library  was  overwhelming. 
Although  the  combined  amounts  gave  the  library  a total  budget  of  $49,087,  this  still  represented 
a total  budget  cut  of  11.06%.  The  library  eliminated  Monday  hours  and  cut  back  on  book 
expenditures  to  cope  with  this  loss.  However,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  library  staff  are  committed 
to  providing  the  community  with  the  best  possible  services,  innovations  and  access  to  information. 

Despite  the  financial  woes,  the  library  enjoyed  a relatively  successful  year.  Story  hours 
were  held  throughout  the  year  for  children  of  all  ages.  Free  passes  to  the  Higgins  Armory  and  the 
Worcester  Art  Museum  were  available  through  grants  from  the  Douglas  Arts  Council.  Also 
possible  with  grants  from  the  Douglas  Arts  Council  were  special  programs  including  Train  Songs 
with  Roger  Tincknell  and  an  oragami  workshop  with  Schaefer  Shenanigans.  There  were  the  annual 
traditions  of  pumpkin  face  painting  at  Octoberfest  and  the  holiday  open  house  in  December  with 
free  refreshments,  an  ornament  making  workshop,  Christmas  Carols  by  the  local  girl  scout  troups 
and  a visit  from  Santa. 

This  past  year,  Tony  Russo,  custodian  for  over  25  years,  retired.  The  Trustees  honored 
him  at  a retirement  celebration  in  October.  He  will  be  missed  by  all.  Ricky  Colonero  replaces  him. 
Margaret  Carrick,  an  honorary  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  passed  away  earlier  last  year. 

The  "FRIENDS"  of  the  library  were  invaluable  in  their  enhancement  and  support  of  the 
library.  They  sponsored  several  family  movie  shows  including  the  films;  "Dinosaurs,  We're  Back", 
and  Walt  Disney's  "Aladdin".  Last  spring,  they  sponsored  a lecture  on  herbs  and  gardening 
featuring  Lynn  Hartman  from  Hartman's  Herb  Farm.  The  "FRIENDS"  sponsored  a spring  book 
sale  and  a craft  exhibition  and  sale  in  the  Fall.  The  "FRIENDS"  were  instrumental  in  informing  the 
community  through  pamphlets  and  mailings  of  the  fiscal  crisis  and  how  it  affected  the  library. 
Without  them,  the  library  would  certainly  not  have  fared  as  well  as  it  did  this  past  year.  Their 
dedication  is  recognized  and  appreciated. 

Despite  the  uncertain  fiscal  times  ahead,  the  library  continues  to  focus  on  the  future  with 
optimism.  The  library  has  received  new  grants  from  the  Douglas  Arts  Council  for  passes  to  the 
Higgins  Armory,  the  Worcester  Science  Center  and  special  children's  programs.  The  "FRIENDS" 
continue  to  plan  programs  and  events  and  plan  to  hold  a membership  drive  in  the  spring  to  attract 
new  members.  New  story  hours  and  programs  continue  to  be  developed.  The  library  will  receive 
FREE  from  the  Central  Massachusetts  Library  System  an  IBM  computer  with  CD  ROM  capabilities 
to  be  used  for  increased  accessibility  to  sources  by  electronically  linking  Douglas  to  other  public 
and  academic  libraries  throughout  the  state.  A grant  from  UNIBANK  will  enable  us  to  purchase 
CD  ROM  sources  for  the  new  computer  and  much  requested  videos  on  "How  to  teach  your  child  to  read". 

Lastly,  the  library  wishes  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  many  people  who  showed  their 
support  in  various  ways  this  past  year.  Volunteers  who  donated  their  time  and  energy  include: 
Pete  Keough,  Elaine  and  Jack  Sughrue,  Laura  McMahon,  Mary  Spratt,  Cynthia  Morawski,  JoAnn

Our  excellent  Senior  Center  staff  are  available  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  from  lOAMtoSPM.  Seniors  are  invitedto  come  in  or  call  476-2283  for  information,  assistance 
or  just  to  visit  or  chat.  Anyone  60  years  of  age  or  older  is  eligible  for  services. 

Seniors  meet  at  the  center  to  play  bingo  on  each  Monday.  Seniors  also  help  distribute 
surplus  food  with  the  public  health  nurse.  The  Sunshine  Club  meets  monthly  at  the  center  and 
sponsors  recreational  bus  trips  at  a minimal  cost  to  participants. 

A good  time  was  had  by  all  the  Seniors  that  come  to  the  COA  Christmas  Party.  We  had 
a great  meal,  fun  and  fellowship.  Plans  are  now  being  formed  for  our  annual  picnic.  All  Douglas 
Seniors  are  invited. 

Our  aim  is  to  provide  elder  advocacy  and  education  and  to  connect  elders-at-risk  with 
services  sufficient  for  them  to  remain  independently  at  home.  We  offer  information  and  service 
referrals  to  area  agencies  with  whom  we  network.  Such  agencies  include,  but  are  not  limited  to. 
Executive  Office  of  Affairs,  Tri-Valley  Elder  Service,  Visiting  Nurse  Assn,  and  Central  Mass. 
Agency  on  Aging.  Also  available  are  monthly  blood  pressure  clinics,  flu  shots  and  legal  aid. 

The  COA  looks  forward  to  the  reopening  of  our  renovated  Senior  Center  in  the  "Old  Town 
Hall".

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DOUGLAS  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 
ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  FOR  1 994 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  1 994  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Douglas  l^ublic  Schools. 

A number  of  exciting  and  positive  programs  which  were  established,  re-established  and 
expanded  thanks  to  increased  state  aid  for  education  has  moved  the  Douglas  Public  Schools  from 
a competitive  position  with  communities  of  similar  demographic  nature  to  the  enviable  position 
of  cutting  edge  on  educational  innovations.  In  other  words,  the  increased  state  funding  allowed 
the  school  district  to  create  and  maintain  programs  which  meet  student  needs.  However,  this 
increased  funding  also  provided  an  educational  challenge  for  our  students.  This  coupled  with 
the  efforts  of  an  extremely  competent,  highly  professional  staff  has  paid  off.  This  was  most  recently 
proven  by  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  (MEAP)  test  results  for  1994. 
Students  in  Douglas  showed  meaningful  improvement  when  compared  to  their  own  positive 
results  ofthe  1 992  MEAPTesting.  Even  more  significant  however,  was  Douglas'  enviable  standing 
in  the  Blackstone  Valley,  specifically,  and  across  the  Commonwealth  in  general. 

A heartfelt  thank  you  is  extended  to  our  staff  for  their  efforts  and  to  our  parents  for  their 
support;  and  a hearty  congratulations  to  our  students.  We  expect  only  to  see  the  maintenance 
and  expansion  of  educational  excellence  in  the  Douglas  Public  Schools  which  will  insure  the 
continuation  of  such  laudable  statistics  as  that  of  the  1994  graduating  class  where  86%  of  those 
students  went  on  to  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  year  1 994  marks  year  number  two  of  the  Education  Reform  legislation.  Ed  Reform 
funding  or  financial  aidtoatownlike  Douglas  will  allowthe  school  system  to  providean  educational 
program  to  the  children  of  Douglas  equal  to  educational  programs  of  those  school  systems  in 
communities  of  much  greater  wealth.  The  intent  of  Ed  Reform  funding  over  the  next  several  years 
is  to  increase  state  aid  to  our  community  in  order  to  meet  the  mandated  net  school  spending  with 
a corresponding  decrease  in  demand  on  town  funding  for  schools. 

The  Douglas  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  is  committed  to  maintaining  its 
quality  staff  and  administration  whose  combined  efforts  have  brought  about  documented 
significant  improvement  in  our  schools;  and  whose  combined  efforts  will  ensure  educational 
innovation  and  continued  educational  excellence  in  Douglas. 

On  a less  positive  note  and  of  great  concern  to  the  Douglas  School  Committee, 
administration,  staff  and  parents  is  the  crowded  conditions  in  our  schools.  With  the  increased 
building  in  the  town  comes  an  increased  school  population.  We,  of  course,  welcome  these  young 
people  to  our  schools.  However,  we  are  finding  ourselves  out  of  space  in  which  we  can  house 
our  youngsters. 

Tfie  School  Building  Needs  Committee  which  was  established  sometime  ago  has  been 
working  for  approximately  six  years  investigating  various  building  expansion  and  construction 
alternatives  to  meet  the  burgeoning  school  population. 

The  School  Building  Needs  Committee  has  experienced  a great  deal  of  frustration  in  its 
endeavor  to  resolve  this  problem.  In  school  year  1 994-95  a task  force  will  be  established  to  assist  the 
School  Building  Needs  Committee  in  getting  the  space  problem  message  out  to  parents  anc  community 
and  in  formulating  a short  and  long  range  space/building  strategic  plan  for  the  Douglas  Schools. 

It  is  intended  that  the  composition  of  the  soon  to  be  formed  school  building  task  force 
will  include  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission, 
School  Building  Needs  Committee  and  School  Department.  The  combined  efforts  of  these 
representatives  from  specialized  areas  should  ensure  that  a well  thought  out,  long  range  cost 
effective  building  plan  will  be  put  in  place,  taking  into  consideration  the  interests  of  the  total 
community,  the  demographics  of  the  growing  Town  of  Douglas  and  conservation  of  Douglas' 
natural  resources. 

It  is  critical  that  an  action  plan  be  initiated  in  school  year  1994-95  in  order  to  meet  the 
predictable  increased  school  enrollment  with  an  eye  to  and  the  consideration  of  the  less  predictable 
school  population  which  with  the  increased  building  is  inevitable.  Community  input  and 
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assistance  in  this  endeavor  is  welcomed. 

I leave  other  specific  topics  and  accomplishments  of  our  district  to  the  reports  from  staff 
and  administrators  which  follow.  However,  I'd  like  to  note  that  the  Douglas  Middle/High  School 
has  sustained  a significant  loss  with  the  resignation  of  Principal  William  Mahoney  who  left 
Douglas  after  twenty-two  years  of  professional  service  to  assume  the  principalship  of  Hopkins 
Academy  in  Hadley,  MA. 

Although  students,  parents,  staff,  administrators,  school  committee  and  community  all 
wish  Bill  good  fortune  in  this  new  endeavor,  he  will  be  sorely  missed.  A void  has  been  created 
which  we  will  be  hard  pressed  to  fill. 

As  we  move  into  a new  year,  the  Douglas  Public  Schools  look  forward  to  responding 
to  the  challenge  of  meeting  the  mandates  of  Ed  Reform  and  to  providing  continued  and  expanded 
opportunities  for  the  students  we  serve.  We  look  to  accomplish  this  and  more  through  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  Douglas  School  Committee,  administrative  teams  and  entire  staff  and  with 
the  continued  support  of  parents  and  community.  We  will  continue  to  make  it  work,  together. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCPAL  FOR  1994 
DOUGLASELEMENTARYSCHOOL 

In  the  lobby  of  our  school,  this  year,  hangs  a poster  entitled.  The  Douglas  Elementary 
School  Vision  Statement.  It  consists  of  four  tenets  that  we,  as  educators,  are  committed  to.  This 
statement  was  developed  by  the  staff  and  reflects  the  course  we  have  chartered  for  the  future.  I'd 
like  to  share  that  vision  with  you  and  how  it  impacts  what  we  are  doing,  day-to-day,  at  the 
elementary  school. 

WE  ARE  A COMMUNITY  OF  ACTfVE  LEARNERS 


Students  learn  best  by  doing.  Across  the  curriculum  we  are  adding  activities  that  are 
hands-on  and  involve  our  students  in  their  learning.  In  MATH  classes,  first  grade  through  fifth 
grade,  our  students  manipulate  pattern  blocks,  cubes,  counters  and  rods  in  a concrete  way  to  gain 
practice  in  understanding  abstract  concepts. 

As  part  of  the  CELEBRATE  READING  PROGRAM,  the  fourth  graders  are  sewing  a large 
quilt  illustrating  their  favorite  books.  Through  a hands-on  sewing  activity,  their  experience  with 
books  is  deepened.  A parent  with  expertise  in  quilt  making  is  working  with  the  librarian  and  fourth 
grade  staff  on  this  project. 

This  year  our  fifth  graders  participated  in  a week-long  DISCOVERY  CAMP.  This  camp 
was  devoted  to  hands-on  science  learning.  Children  worked  in  the  classroom,  outside  on  the 
school  grounds,  and  off-site  at  Camp  Harrington  in  Worcester.  The  teachers,  in  collaboration,  had 
developed  an  exciting  program  that  included  ecology,  recycling,  acid  rain,  survival  games  and  team 
cooperation.  Our  music  teacher,  art  teacher  and  gym  teacher  provided  integrated  activities  that 
broadened  our  students'  experiences  during  this  special  week. 

Our  new  multi  age  class  of  third  and  fourth  year  students  began  their  year  with  the  theme 
ofB  RIDGE  BUILDING:  building  bridges  to  new  classmates,  new  teachers  and  new  curriculum.  As 
part  of  this  theme,  they  studied  bridge  structures,  designed  a blueprint  for  a bridge,  and  built  their 
own  three-dimensional  bridges. 

WEARECOMMITTEDTOEXCELLENCE 

Our  students  continue  to  succeed  academically.  Our  school-wide  CAT,  California 
Achievement  Test,  scores  are  on  the  rise.  In  the  1994,  State  administered  MEAPS  (Mass 
Educational  Assessment  Program),  our  fourth  graders  scored  well  above  the  State  average.  In  the 
areas  of  Reading,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies  our  students'  high  scores  were 
statistically  significant.  These  tests  were  impacted  by  the  development  of  new  math  and  science

curriculum  that  has  been  an  ongoing  goal  here  at  the  elementary  school.  Teachers  spend  release 
days  working  on  improving  curriculum.  Our  annual  Reading  programs  such  as  the  READ-A- 
THON  and  CELEBRATE  READING,  as  well  as  increased  inventories  ofbooks  in  the  library,  helped 
improve  our  reading  scores. 

Our  students  are  recognized  for  their  poetry  writing  annually  in  the  Anthology  of  Young 
American  Poets.  Each  year  the  number  of  "poets"  in  our  school,  who  are  published,  continue  to 
rise.  Ourthird  graders  participate  in  a lunchtime  POETRY  CLUB  organized  by  our  school  librarian. 

Our  commitment  to  TECHNOLOGY  continues.  This  year  we  have  developed  a 
Technology  Committee  with  representatives  from  the  Elementary  School,  Middle  School,  and 
High  School.  The  goal  of  this  committee  is  to  set  a direction  for  the  Douglas  School  System  and 
to  develop  a system-wide  curriculum.  Our  students  and  staff  are  gaining  greater  expertise  in  the 
use  of  computers.  Our  fifth  grade  is  beginning  to  learn  keyboarding.  Our  primary  grade  teachers 
use  the  CD  roms  to  "read"  stories  to  their  children,  and  to  broaden  their  math  skills.  Our  fourth 
graders  develop  science  and  math  graphs.  All  grades  are  using  ClarisWorks  word-processing  to 
write  and  edit  stories.  KID  PIX  software  enables  them  to  illustrate  stories.  Our  third  and  fourth 
graders  are  developing  data  bases  of  European  and  South  American  countries  as  part  of  our 
MULTICULTURAL  unit  of  study. 

This  year  we  developed  a lunchtime  COMPUTER  CULB  for  fifth  graders.  Our  computer 
coordinator  works  with  groups  of  children  during  lunch  and  recess.  They  are  using  software  to 
learn  presentation  skills  related  to  topics  they  are  studying. 

We  are  online!  We  have  a telephone  and  modem  in  the  library  and  can  access  American 
Online  and  the  Internet.  Our  teachers  and  students  are  delighted  to  see  the  ready  access  to  the 
world  of  information  and  knowledge  beyond  the  classroom  walls! 

WEPROMOTEMUTUALRESPECTFORALL 

We  want  our  students  to  respect  themselves,  their  classmates  and  their  teachers.  To 
this  end  we  have  developed  techniques  within  our  school  for  addressing  CONFLICT  RESOLUTION. 
Our  philosophy  is  for  students  to  recognize  that  conflict  is  part  of  social  interactions  and  to  learn 
a repertoire  of  acceptable  responses  to  it.  Our  school  adjustment  counselor  has  worked  with  our 
staff  on  CONFLICT  RESOLUTION  and  she  visits  classrooms  to  help  students  develop  strategies 
for  dealing  with  conflict.  Our  teachers  mediate  issues  that  arise  between  students  and  attempt 
resolution  that  is  win/win.  Both  parties  agree  to,  and  participate  in,  the  solution. 

Because  of  this  active  commitment  to  addressing  conflict  among  our  students,  discipline 
infractions  have  dramatically  decreased  at  the  elementary  school. 

One  area  of  conflict  that  has  diminished  is  on  the  school  buses.  This  year  bus  monitors 
were  assigned  to  each  of  our  six  buses.  These  monitors  are  our  classroom  teacher  aides  and  the 
students  know  and  respect  them.  The  presence  of  monitors,  who  assist  the  driver  and  promote 
safety  for  all,  reinforces  our  expectations  for  appropriate  behavior  on  the  bus. 

Our  school-wide  unit  of  MULTICULTURISM  is  an  important  piece  of  our  social  studies 
curriculum  that  has  at  its  core  respect  and  celebration  of  cultural  diversity.  This  year's  theme  is 
"WE  ARE  EACH  A PIECE  OF  THE  PUZZLE".  We  want  our  students  to  understand  and  appreciate 
differences,  and  to  explore  how  we  all  fit  together  to  form  the  world  of  people! 

Our  students  in  first  grade  will  learn  to  count  and  greet  their  classmates  in  Swahili.  Our 
second  graders  will  learn  to  count  in  Japanese  and  will  experience  a Japanese  meal  with  chopsticks. 
Our  third  graders  will  compare  and  contrast  European  countries.  Fourth  graders  will  explore 
Spanish  culture  of  South  America,  and  fifth  graders  will  explore  Arab  and  Israeli  relations  in  the 
Middle  East.

We  are  commited  to  responding  to  the  needs  of  our  students  and  parents.  Many  parents 
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have  expressed  support  for  increased  after-school  programming.  To  that  end,  we  have  expanded 
our  STAY  FNG  AFTER  SCHOOL,  SAS  program.  Last  year  we  piloted  four  classes  and  one  eight- 
week  session.  This  year  we  have  eight  classes  and  two  eight-weeek  sessions. 

In  addition  to  our  SAS  program,  we  piloted  a RELEASE  DAY  ACTIVITY  PROGRAM. 
This  is  in  direct  response  to  the  problems  some  parents  encounter  in  providing  daycare  for  their 
children  on  the  early  release  days.  This  ACTIVITY  PROGRAM  is  supendsed  by  our  elementary 
school  aides  and  includes  certified  teachers.  Students  stay  at  school  for  an  additional  four  hours 
and  are  involved  in  homework  help,  games,  arts  and  crafts  activities  and  storytelling.  Our 
summertime  ENRICHMENT  CAMP,  taught  by  our  stalf  and  offered  to  our  students  in  the  month 
of  July,  is  in  its  fifth  year. 

Our  SCHOOL  COUNCIL  is  busy  in  the  role  of  liaison  between  the  school  and  the 
community.  Together  with  representatives  from  the  staff,  the  parents  and  community,  the  council 
has  developed  and  carried  out  plans  to  support  self-esteem  building  in  our  students,  and  they  have 
worked  diligently  with  the  administration  in  broadening  the  lines  of  communication  between 
school  and  home. 

Our  parent  volunteers  continue  to  be  an  integral  part  of  our  daily  programming.  They 
support  us  in  the  classrooms,  on  committees  and  special  projects.  We  enjoy  having  them  visit 
us  and  welcome  their  comments  and  suggestions.  It's  so  important  for  our  students  to  see  their 
parents,  as  partners,  working  and  supporting  their  teachers  in  the  important  tasks  of  educating  them!

The  class  of  1 994  saw  over  86%  of  its  numbers  go  on  to  college  as  they  follow  in  the  strong 
tradition  of  the  Class  of  1993.  Our  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  results  for 
grades  8 and  1 0 show  continued  growth  which  is  reflective  of  the  curriculum  coordination  process 
and  the  emphasis  upon  improved  achievement.  These  tests  indicated  that  Douglas  students  are 
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achieving  at  or  above  the  level  of  similar  communities  and  the  State  average  in  Reading,  Math, 
Social  Studies  and  Science. 

Our  students  continue  to  be  very  active  in  programs  outside  the  traditional  curriculum. 
The  band  and  chorus  continue  to  excel  and  bring  great  pride  to  the  school  as  well  as  the  community. 
The  athletic  program  is  making  great  strides  in  providing  programs  for  both  the  high  school  and 
middle  school.  The  cable  coverage  given  by  the  Douglas  Access  Channel  and  their  volunteers 
has  allowed  many  more  people  to  enjoy  high  school  sports  especially  with  the  onset  of  "live"  coverage.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  as  school  nurse  for  the  Douglas  Public  Schools. 

The  nurse  investigates  all  accidents  or  injuries  happening  during  school  hours  and 
renders  medical  attention  to  those  requiring  it  Follow-up  recommendations  are  made  to  the  principal 
of  each  school. 

Postural  screening  exams  and  follow-up  is  done  on  every  student  in  grades  five  through 
nine,  with  the  assistance  of  the  physical  education  teachers. 

A weekly  flouride  rinse  program  is  offered  at  the  elementary  school  for  all  students  who 
wish  to  participate.  This  year  90%  of  the  total  enrollment  took  part  in  this  program. 

Hearing  and  Vision  screening  was  conducted  for  all  students  in  grades  one  to  five  at  the 
elementary  level  and  grades  six,  eight  and  ten  at  the  Middle  and  High  School. 

Home  assessment  visits  were  done  on  all  children  referred  to  the  Special  Education 
Department  under  Chapter  766. 

The  school  nurse  is  a vital  member  of  the  F.A.S.T.  (Family  Action  Support  Team) 
which  meets  weekly. 

The  school  nurse  continues  to  coordinate  the  free  and  reduced  lunch  program  in  both 
the  Elementary  and  High  School. 

In  September,  we  screened  89  students  for  Kindergarten.  The  screening  team  consists  of  the 
kindergarten  teachers,  physical  education  teacher,  speech  therapist.  Special  Ed  Director  and  the  nurse. 

In  November,  the  nurse  worked  with  the  Student  Council  to  prepare  Thanksgiving 
Baskets.  This  year  we  were  able  to  give  eight  baskets  to  families  in  need. 

At  Christmas  time  the  employees  of  Guilford  Industries  set  up  a giving  tree.  Through 
their  generosity  of  gift  giving,  and  along  with  the  High  School  Student  Council,  we  were  able  to 
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collect  and  distribute  gifts  to  twenty-nine  families  in  Douglas. 

As  part  of  a State  mandated  program  through  the  Department  of  PubI  ic  1 lealth,  students  in  grade 
three,  six,  and  ten,  along  with  varsity  athletes  at  the  high  school  level  are  required  to  receive  a physical 
examination.  These  physicals  were  done  through  a contract  of  services  with  Tri-River  Health  Center. 

The  school  in  conjunction  with  the  town  nurse,  Patricia  Koslak,  held  clinics  for  staff 
administering  TB  and  Flu  shots,  as  well  as  children  immunizations  update  for  Tetanus,  measles, 
mumps  and  rubella  vaccinations.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Guidance  Department  of  the  Douglas 
School  system. 

The  Guidance  Department  entered  the  1 993-94  school  year  with  2 counselors  for  grades 
6-12.  The  Senior  class  enrollment  numbered  40  of  which  86%  will  continue  their  education  at  two  or  four 
year  colleges. 

Required  credit  for  graduation  continues  to  be  1 04  credits.  Sixty  four  credits  of  required 
core  curriculum  courses  in  the  areas  of  English,  Math,  Science,  Social  Studies,  Physical  Education 
and  Health  must  be  successfully  completed  by  all  students.  The  remainder  of  56  credits  comes 
from  a diversified  list  of  general  and  college  elective  offerings.  The  minimum  passing  grade  remains 
at  65.  This  program  of  studies  is  designed  to  help  students  meet  the  requirement  for  four  year  and 
two  year  programs. 

Minimum  requirements  for  entrance  into  the  four  year  state  college  system  presently 
requires  four  years  of  College  English,  two  years  of  the  same  foreign  language,  three  years  of 
College  Math  (Algebra  I,  II,  and  Geometry),  two  years  of  a laboratory  Science,  two  years  of  Social 
Studies  and  a special  group  of  electives  including  courses  in  the  Computer  Science  and  Social 
Science  fields  along  with  other  college  electives  for  a total  of  at  least  1 6 units.  We  administer  the 
Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Test,  the  California  Achievement  Tests  in  grades  1 
through  8,  and  in  grades  8 and  1 0 every  other  year. 

Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors  are  given  encouragement  and  help  in  applying  and 
taking  the  PSATs  in  grades  10  and  1 1 , and  the  SAT  I's  in  grades  1 1 and  1 2.  Students  at  all  three 
of  these  grade  levels  are  informed  about,  and  encouraged  to  take  the  SAT  ll's  (Achievement  Tests) 
upon  completion  of  a college  course  that  is  given  in  an  area  required  by  selective  and  more 
competitive  institutions  of  higher  education. 

Students  meet  individually  and  in  groups  with  the  Guidance  Department  for  adjustment, 
academic  and  vocational  counseling  thoughout  the  year. 

Guidance  with  the  retirement  of  Mr.  D.A.  Johnson  at  the  end  of  the  1 993-94  school  year 
will  again  be  a one  counselor  department  for  grades  6- 12.  Mr.  Meomartino  will  continueto  work  with 
allstudents  indeterminingawisechoiceofhis/herlife'sworkinaccordancewithhis/herabilitiesanddesires. 

Information  nights  for  Senior  and  Juniors  parents  and  their  son/daughters  will  continue 
to  be  offered  in  th  fall  and  spring.  Financial  Aid  nights  with  the  help  of  outside  professional 
organizations  will  also  continue  to  be  offered  for  all  parents  and  students.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  Department  of  Special  Education,  through  the  support  of  the  School  Committee  and 
Administration,  continues  to  provide  a continuum  of  services  that  meets  the  individual  needs  of 
students  and  offers  programs  that  include:  special  needs  integrated  preschool,  resource  rooms 
at  all  levels,  speech  and  language  therapy,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  adaptive 
physical  education,  tutoring  for  home  or  hospital  bound  students  and  integrated  support  services 
for  regular  education  classrooms.  With  this  commitment  to  provide  the  highest  quality  of 
educational  experience,  in  the  least  restrictive  environment,  this  department  continues  to  be 
successful  in  servicing  all  students  within  the  Douglas  Public  Schools  and  as  a consequence, 
realizes  substantial  savings  for  the  community.  This  ability  to  provide  quality  services  to  special 
needs  students  within  community  bases  programs,  is  a direct  result  of  both  the  level  of  professional 
skills  and  the  dedication  of  staff  and  continued  administrative  support  for  these  programs.  Within 
this  cooperative  framework,  both  students  and  community  benefit,  as  the  Douglas  Public  Schools 
implements  the  state  regulated  mandate  of  providing  an  appropriate  educational  experience  in  the 
least  restrictive  environment. 

The  beginning  of  the  school  year  brought  seven  new  staff  members  to  the  Special 
Education  Department.  Five  staff  members  were  replacements  for  teachers  and  aides  who  moved 
on  to  fill  other  positions;  two  new  aides  were  hired,  one  out  of  local  funds  and  one  supported  by 
a federal  grant.  In  November  one  other  staff  member  resigned  and  a replacement  was  hired.  The 
Special  Education  Department  of  the  Douglas  Public  Schools  generates  $89,830  in  seven  state  and 
federal  grants  which  in  turn  supports  seven  staff  positions.  This  department  also  completed 
application  for  participation  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Medicaid  Project  which  is  now 
generating  additional  revenue  that  will  go  directly  to  the  town. 

The  Little  Bo  P.E.E.P.  Preschool  continues  to  meet  with  great  success  in  providing  an 
integrated  preschool  experience  for  the  children  of  Douglas.  Tuition  payments  and  federal  grants 
continue  to  support  the  preschool  program,  which  in  effect,  is  a free  standing  preschool  operating 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  School.  As  an  extension  of  the  Early  Childhood  program,  a pilot 
child  care  program  started  providing  services  to  the  children  of  staff  within  the  district.  This 
program  is  supported  by  tuition  paid  by  the  participant  staff  and  is  totally  self  sufficient. 

The  federally  funded  alternative  high  school  continues  to  provide  a quality  educational 
experience  for  students  who  are  at  risk  for  dropping  out,  or  whose  needs  can  not  appropriately 
be  met  in  the  traditional  high  school  setting.  The  alternative  high  school  program  is  beginning  an 
evolution  to  include  more  involvement  and  cooperation  with  the  regular  high  school  and  high 
school  resource  room  programs.  As  part  of  this  process  and  in  response  to  the  new  education 
reform  legislation,  areas  around  vocational  experience  are  being  expanded  to  include  community 
service  learning  and  school-to-work  transitions.  These  educational  experiences  will  offer  a new 
and  valuable  opportunity  for  high  school  students. 

Along  with  my  full  time  responsibilities  a Director  of  Special  Services,  I continue  to  work 
as  Early  Childhood  Coordinator  and  am  now  responsible  for  the  supervision  and  direction  of  six 
early  childhood  staff  in  both  Preschool  and  Kindergarten  Programs  servicing  a total  of  1 25  children 
between  the  age  of  three  and  six  years  old  as  well  as  now  supervising  the  staff  child  care  program 
which  services  13  children.  Finally,  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  previous  six  years,  on  behalf  of  the 
Special  Education  and  now  Early  Childhood  staff,  I would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  for  the 
community's  contunued  support  and  to  personally  express  my  conviction  that  it  is  a privilege  to 
be  directing  the  services  for  the  children  of  the  Douglas  Public  Schools.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 
January  1, 1994  - December  31, 1994 


To  the  People  of  Douglas: 

The  Finance  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator.  We  are  a nine  member 
committee.  Our  purpose  is  to  recommend  to  the  People,  based  on  careful  review  and 
considering  the  Financial  position  of  the  Town,  the  disposition  of  Town  Meeting  articles  that 
may  financially  impact  the  Town. 

Finance  Committee  meetings  are  held  in  the  evenings,  usually  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the 
Municipal  Center.  The  agenda  varies  with  the  time  of  year  and  where  we  are  in  the  Budget  Cycle. 
We  occasionally  speak  with  Departments  heads  for  answers  to  many  questions  both  about 
operation  and  budgetary  requirements.  We  also  ask  members  to  investigate  other  Towns  for 
comparison  purposes,  speak  with  various  State  agencies  for  relevant  data  input,  and  review 
on  a regular  basis  the  revenue  and  expense  reports  generated  by  the  Town  Accountant.  Dates 
and  times  of  our  open  meetings  are  posted  at  the  Municipal  Center.  All  are  invited;  as  are  any 
written  questions  or  comments.  The  more  people  who  become  involved  and  informed  can  only 
serve  to  improve  the  Town  of  Douglas. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Police  Department,  Library,  Highway  Department, 
Recreation  Committee  were  in  jeopardy  during  the  year  due  to  insufficient  financial  resources. 
The  People  of  Douglas  voted  to  continue  the  quality  of  our  Police  Department  and  Library  by 
passing  an  Override  totalling  $ 1 04,000.  This  increase  in  our  base  resources  will  certainly  help 
toward  a more  stable  financial  future. 

The  Town  continues  to  support  our  schools  above  the  mandated  levels  required 
under  the  Education  Reform  Law  of  1 993 . Some  difficulty  in  funding  the  School  Transportation 
was  encountered  during  the  year.  With  cooperation  from  the  School  Department  this  item  was 
fully  funded  and  Transportation  was  provided  to  students  in  Kindergarten  through  Grade  12. 

Our  goal  for  the  upcoming  Fiscal  year  includes  the  funding  of  some  necessary  Capital 
Projects  and  Equipment  purchases.  We  must  update  and  protect  our  resources  within  our 
Community.  Our  roads  and  their  maintenance  must  be  considered  as  part  of  our  resources 
which  need  to  be  supported  financially  in  the  next  Fiscal  year. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  search  for  and  hiring  of  an  Executive  Administrator 
for  the  Town.  The  position  will  be  funded  at  75%  for  two  years  with  State  Grant  secured  by 
the  Town.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  a $7,000,000  business  should  have  a full-time 
manager.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  the  person  selected.  We  hope  that  support  will 
come  from  the  entire  Community  for  this  position  and  that  funding  this  position  will  remain 
a priority  within  the  Town  of  Douglas.
